Group VII, claim(s) 26-27, drawn to an inhibitor or accelerator of angiogenesis. 



The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The common technical feature between groups l-VII is the cells per se as 
claimed in group II. The cells are natural products and thus can not be considered a 
special technical feature.
